Letters Patents 
in the King’s Name have been publifhed, by 
which his Majefty confirms the Settlements made 
by his Great Grandfather on the Houfe of Saint 
Cyr. The Tenour of thofe Lettcrs Patents is as 
follows. 
E WIS by the Grace of God King of France 
~ and Navarre. Among the feveral Eftablifh- 
ments which the’ deceafed King our Great Grand- 
father, of glorious Mcmory, made in the Courfe 
of his Reign, for the Benefit and Ornament of the 
Kingdom, one.of the moft valuable of them for 
the Advantage accruing from it to the State and to 
Religion, was the Foundation of the Houfe and 
Community of St. Lewis at St. Cyr lez-Verfailles, 
for the Inftruction and Education gratis of two 
Hundred and Fifty Young Gentlewomen, from 
feven Years of Age to Twenty, 2nd particalarly of 
fuch whofe Fathers after having corfumed Part of 
their Eftates in our Service are not able to give 
their, Daughters Education fuitable to their Birth ; 
which Foundation confifts at prefent Eighty 
Nuns, and two Hundred and Fifty Gentléwomen, 
the Nomination of which is referved to us and 
our Suceeffours. Our faid late Lord and Great 
Grandfather did in 1686 fir fettle upon the faid 
Community the Houfe and other Buildings which 
he had caufed to be ere€ted at St. Cyr, tapether 
with the Lands, Lordfhip and Dependencies of St. 
Cyr, and fifty Thoufand Livres a Year to be paid 
out of the Royal Revenues arifing within the 
Generality of Paris; and the {aid fifiy Thoufand 
Livres a Year, not being fufficjent for Maintaining 
fuch a numerous Community, the faid late Kin 
did in 1693 fupprefs the Tirle of Abbot of Str. 
Denys, (after having obtained Bulls for that pur- 
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pole from-Pope Inpocent XII gave all the Re- 
venues of that Abbey to the faid Houle‘ of Sr. 


Lewis. That Donation was ‘confirmed ih’ 1696, 


and the Eighty, Nuns by.a-Brief from the faid Pope 
Innocent, , were obliged by a folemn. Vow to, con- 
fecrate their»whole Lives to the Education of two 
Hundred and Fifty Maidens of noble Extraétion. 
During which Time, and fince, Experitdce his 
fhewa the. Ufefulnefs -of this Foundation, as well 
by the effectual Relief which: many noble Families 
in all the Provinces of our Kingdom receive by it,: 
as by.the good Examples fpread through the Pro- 
vinces by the Genotlewomen bred in that Houfe, 
where having learnt to keep up the Honour of their 
Birth and of their Sex by folid Virtue, they have 
very mach contributed tothe Happincls of Fami- 
lies into which they have married, or to the Edi. 
fication of thofe Convents into’ which»thty have 
entréd ‘as profeffed Nuns. The faid late King did 
likewife fettle, that fuch of the faid young Geotle- 
women ag fhall take on them the Religious Habir, 
fhall be preferred to all otberPesfons io the Noniina- 
tion of Abbeffes to theAbbeys of RoyalFoundation 
throughout the Kingdom. The. faid late King 
thought fic lkewife, to augment and increafe the 
Reveoue.of the Houfe’ of St. Cyr ; the rather be- 
caufe. that Houfe and Community cannot receive 
any Donations or Legacies of private Perfons, being 
exprefly. forbidden by'one Of the Articles of 
Foundation to accept for the fature any Grant, 
Donations or Legacy of “what nature foever, but - 
from the Kings or Queens.of Brance, except only 
from Dame de Maintenon whom the faid late King 
permitted: to. make fuch»Donations to. the faid 
Houfe as fhe fhould think fit, in Confideration of 
the Pains fhe took to form that Community : And 
therefore in. March 1658 our faid late Lord and 
Great Grandfather added to the Revenues of the 


iy, faid Houle thirty thoufand Livres yearly for ever ; 


and in July 1698 fixty thoufand Livres more year- 
ly : At the fame time heOrdered, that out of the 
aid Revenues three thoufaad Livres fhould be 
aid to cach Gentlewoman on her leaving the 
oufe at 20 Years of Age, as fome. Provifion, 

either towards her matrying, or for her takir 
on her the religious Habit, or towards hee 
fubfifting herfelf among ber Relations; which 
Gratification or Prefent he further ordered in 1712,; 
fhould be given to fuch of the Gentlewomen, who 
by Reafon of Indifpofition that might befall theme 
after their Entrance into the faid Houle, 
be obliged to leave it before they attained the 
Age of 20 Years. By an Arrét of Council in 17135 
the faid. late King granted to the faid Houfe, 
Wood for firing, to be cut annually in the Woods 
of Chevreufe or in thofe belonging to the Abbey 
of St. Denys. He alfo granted to the faid Com- 
munity a Seal of Arms; and Permiffion to give 
their Servants our Liveries and thofe of the Kings 
our Succeffours. He did alfo by Letters Patents, 
in Confideration of the continual Application: of 
Dame de Maintenon to the fettling of the faid 
Houfe, exprefly grant to her, that during her Life 
fhe fhould have and enjoy the Apartment which he 
the faid late King built for her to lodge in, or any 
other that fhe thould chufe ; that the, and all her 
Retinue and Servants, thould be lodged dieted and 
maintained at the Expence of the Foundation ; and 
that fhe fhould enjoy iv the {aid Community all 
the Preeminences, Honours, Authority, and Direc- 
tion, properly belonging to a Founder. Now we 
beiog willing, to contribute all that is in our Power 
to the maintaining of a Foundation fo beneficial to 
our State, to perpetuate this illafrious Monument 
of the Piety aod Magnificence of the late King our 
Great Grandfather, to fhew the Nobleffe (i.e. No- 
bility and Gentry) of our Kingdom the fincere De- 
fire we have to promote whatever is for their Ad- 
vantage, and to give to the’ holy Maidens who 
compofe the faid Community, a publick Teftimony 
of the Satisfaction we take in the daily Piogrefs and 
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Saccels of that Poupdatioa, foe which. the tate 
King expreffed a particular in the Clofe 
of his Life ; do by the Advice of our moftdear and 
moft beloved Uncle the Duke-of Orleans Regent 
&c, and of our {pegial Grage, full Power and 
Royal Aathority, approve and confirm the faid 
Eftablifhment and Foundation of the Houfe and 
Community of St. Lewis at St. Cyr, with all the 
Donations, Grants, Rights, Privileges, &c, which 
they have. and do enjoy.
